REPORT TO THE TRUSTEES OF THE NEW MEXICO SCHOOL OF 
MINES. 


'The main building of the New Mexico School of Mines is 
in excellent condition, and, in spite of the severity of the 
recent series of earthquakes, is uninjured. Its interior is in 
as good condition, practically, as when first completed. En- 
gineering Hall has|suffered slightly from theearthquakes, but 
the damage can be repaired at small eost. It is in first-class 
condition otherwise. The appearance of both buildings 
shows that they have been well cared for. 

The chemical supply room is well stocked and, including 
the supplies in transit, there is sufficient amount of apparatus 
and chemicals of good quality for the year’s use. The sup- 
plies of the Department of Assaying are also sufficient for 
immediate need. l 

Concerning the present educational status of the school, it 
may be stated with emphasis that the School oi Mines is 
doing work which is fully equivalent of that accomplished in 
the best mining schools of the United States, both as regards 
the number and kinds of courses required for graduation 
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and the quality of instruction in those courses. In these 
particulars, there has been a steady, solid growth, and the 
young man seeking an education along lines related to mining 
engineering can not better himself elsewhere. 

The efficiency of the school can be greatly increased, how- 
ever, by judicious expenditures in certain directions. 

The equipment of the Department of Physics, good as far 
as it goes, is insufficient for our immediate needs and, there- 
fore, I recommend the purchase of necessary apparatus for 
this department. 

The absence of an electrical plant in Socorro and at the 
school is keenly felt in the laboratories of the latter. Futher, 
the rooms of the buildings are not provided with facilities 
for lighting. Therefore, I recommend the installation of a 
dyamo of suitable kind and power as soonas the financial 
condition of the institution permits. 

The greatest need of the school, however, is the need of 
more room. It has been necessary to arrange for the in- 
struction of the academy students in an office building, the . 
use of this building having been donated for the purpose. It 
is also true that a number of students have been unable to 
remain through the year solely because of their inability to 
meet the necessary living expenses. This disadvantage would 
not have existed if the school had possessed a suitable dormi- 
tory building, as experience has shown that the living 
expenses of students are greatly reduced in those institu- 
tions having buildings in which students may secure rooms 
and board. Unquestionably, a greater dumber of students 
would avail themselves of the opportunities offered by the 
Schooi of Mines if the advantage of decreased living expenses 
were also offered, and the usefulness of the institution would 
be greatly increased thereby. Therefore, I recommend that ` 
the legislature be asked toappropriate anamount sufficient to 
meet our needs for a dormitory and for rooms for instruc- 
tion.
